Nicholas V. Dittlinger, up to 30 
years ago a resident, of Cape Girar­ 
deau, has given an interview to a St. 
Louis newspaper in which he tells in­ 
timately of political and living con­ 
ditions in Germany, which he left 
September 
28 , 
last, to return to 
America. 
A briefer statement of his story 
was published by The Republican 
Saturday, based on a report of his 
story brought back to Cape Girar­ 
deau by his sister, Mrs. Otto Eck- 
hardt, who visited him in St. Louis 
last week. 
Dittlinger is well remembered by 
the older residents of Cape Girar­ 
deau. He has been in Cape Girardeau 
several times since he went to Tex­ 
as. The last visit he made was on 
his return from a two-year trip to 
Germany, in 19 13. 
He went back 
then in August of that year and re­ 
mained there until recently. 
Dittlinger is now 6 2 years of age. 
He has grown children living in Tex­ 
as. 
He was married again in Ger­ 
many in 19 14 and brought his wife 
with him on his present trip home. 
Mrs. Echkardt met her and says that 
she is an estimable, well educated 
woman, who is much impressed with 
the conditions in the United States 
as she has found them since arriving 
January 1 in New York. 
She told 
Mrs. Eckhardt that American women 
do not realize how well off they are 
to be living under such a government 
and with conditions as they exist 
here. 
She speaks little English hut 
is fluent in French and German. 
Dittlinger’s 
longer 
interview 
is 
particularly 
interesting in 
several 
ways. It is as follows: 
N. V. Dittlinger, an American who 
spent the past four years in Germany 
and who until he left Berlin Septem­ 
ber 28 , was government controller of 
kitchens there, gave an enlightening 
interview on conditions in Germany, 
in which he declared that the German 
emperor is by no means a supreme 
power, but that the empire’s policy 
is being formulated by the Krupps 
and other big munition makers and 
industrial barons, and said that when 
he left there was not the slightest in­ 
dication that Germany’s power was 
on the wane. 
Dittlinger is visiting his brother, 
Dr. E. V. Dittlinger, 29 20 Washing­ 
ton avenue, and before he consented 
to reveal his knowledge of Germany’s 
inner affairs telegraphed Col. E. M. 
House, with whom be is intimately 
acquainted, asking the advisability 
of making public the story. 
House 
telegraphed back 
authorizing 
the 
publication. 
“Germany,” said Dittlinger, “ be­ 
lieves that the United States cannot 
put an army of any size in the field 
before next summer, and she hopes 
to be able to win 
the 
war 
before 
American soldiers become a factor in 
the contest. 
To this end the nation’s 
strength is going to be massed on 
the western front and 
an attempt 
made to break through, with Paris 
the goal. 
“The impression in this country 
that the kaiser is the whole thing in 
Germany— the guiding hand in all 
war plans— is wrong,” said Dittling­ 
er. 
“ it is the war party that is in 
control— the Krupps and the big mu­ 
nitions makers— and there is not the 
slightest Indication that their power 
is on the wane. 
W ilso n Sp eech 
C em en ts O p p o sitio n 
“On the other hand,” Dittlinger 
added, “the recent speech of Presi­ 
dent Wilson in reply to Pope Bene­ 
dict, in which refusal to treat with 
the existing government in Germany 
was, voiced, cemented the German 
people closer together. 
“ Following 
publication 
of 
the 
speech in Germany— or perhaps it 
was just the German version of it and 
in the form they wished it to go be­ 
fore the people— the press was unan­ 
imous in resenting what was termed 
‘meddling with German internal af­ 
fairs.’ 
This doesn't mean the gov­ 
ernment and semiofficial organs, but 
it included anarchistic, socialistic and 
every other kind of paper.” 
Dittlinger brings 
an 
important 
message 
to 
the American people, 
especially those who are disposed to 
criticise the government’s conserva­ 
tion plans and delays in mobilizing 
and putting troops in the field. 
“ It did my heart good,” he said, 
“to witness the wonderful progress 
you have made along these lines in 
such a brief space of time. 
The gov­ 
ernment is handling the situation in 
a masterful way, and it makes me 
proud that 1 am an American. 
D o n ’t K n o w Y et W h at W ar M ean s 
“ Don’t complain about hardships 
due to government regulations. You 
haven’t begun 
to 
feel 
what 
war 
means,” said 
Dittlinger. 
“ I 
have 
spent the past four years in Germany 
— ever since the war started— and I 
know. 
Everything that has 
been 
done here to conserve food and fuel 
has been done in Germany, except 
that the regulations there are much 
stricter. 
Not a gram of food is dis­ 
pensed without food cards, and to the 
card system recently has been added 
clothing and furniture. 
Now a per­ 
son wanting a pair of shoe strings, 
or a collar, or a kitchen spoon, or a 
chair for the front parlor, must se­ 
cure a permit before being allowed to 
make the purchase. 
Even then it 
must be shown that the article is nec­ 
essary before the merchant is allowed 
to sell it.” 
Conservation of coal in Germany, 
Dittlinger said, 
has 
prevailed 
for 
some time much on the same plan as 
recently inaugurated in this country. I 
Restaurants and theatres must close; 
promptly at 10 o’clock each night, 
and in addition there are days vrh n 
various classes of shops and mariu- 
facturiag 
plants 
must 
close alto­ 
gether.

“Germany,” Ditt­ 
linger said, “hasn't much use for old 
people; that is, people who are so old 
that they are of no service to the 
fatherland. 
This is taken into con­ 
sideration in the distribution of food. 
Lack of nutrition was the indirect 
cause of the death of Mrs. Dittling- 
er’s parents. 
Thousands of old peo­ 
ple are dying from this cause every 
year,” he declared. 
“ The nation takes better care of 
the 
children, 
though,” 
Dittlinger 
added. 
“The government knows that, 
some day they will be useful, and 
treats them well. 
For instance, in 
the distribution of mlk, the full, or 
unskimmed milk, goes to the children 
under 6 years; the skimmed milk to 
those from 6 to 12 years old, and 
there Isn't any left for others. 
Per­ 
sons over 12 years can get neither 
milk or cereals except on a physi­ 
cian’s certificate. 
T h o u g h t IV acc 
Dittlinger says 
he prepared 
to 
leave Germany as soon as he saw the 
trend of affairs in Russia. 
“ When 
the Russians commenced to treat 
with Germany, I thought peace was 
not far distant and prepared to come 
home for the purpose of securing 
agencies of American products, be­ 
cause when the war is over there will 
he unlimited opportunities for Amer­ 
ican manufacturers.” 
Dittlinger made application July 1 
for permits for himself and wife to 
leave the country, but it was Septem­ 
ber 15 before the permits were is­ 
sued. 
They left Berlin September 
28 . 
“ We had no difficulty getting 
lout of Germany, but at the Danish 
i frontier our papers and effects were 
¡carefully examined by German offl- 
' cials. 
They even washed us with 
j lemon juice to detect possible writ- 
' tng on our skins in invisible ink,'’ 
Dittlnger said. 
| 
“At Copenhagen every person de­ 
siring to come^to America must give 
; his name to the embassy and the 
American consul. 
These names are 
cabled to Washington and permits is­ 
sued from there. 
“ We were delayed on account of 
my wife being German born,” said 
i Dittlinger, and the fact that 1 was 
born in Cape Girardeau, Mo., didn't 
have much weight. 
Had it not been 
that I had friends in Washington I 
: probably would bo in Copenhagen 
! yet. 
There are any number of Ger- 
man-born Americans who have been 
marooned in the Danish capital for 
months, because permits to enter this 
country have been denied them or 
are being held up for further investi­ 
gation.” 
A ll H av e F o o d C ards 
“No' in article of food can be ob­ 
tained except by card and the system 
is so perfected that from the time 
food products mature in the country 
until their receipt by the ultimate 
consumer there is not a chance of an 
ounce of waste,” said Dittlinger. 
“Each individual in the empire has 
a food card. 
The ration of bread per 
person for a week is 19 00 grams, less 
than 2 pounds. 
The bread is made 
of rye, mixed potato flour and a new 
flour made from wood pulp. 
“This pulp yields 60 per ceyd of 
soluble starch. 
Before its use for 
human consumption was commenced 
it was tried out on dogs, hogs and 
sheep, and proved to he a success. 
“The amount of rations for the 
people is published weekly,” Ditt­ 
linger explained, “and cards issued. 
One can secure only a week’s ration 
at one time. 
The country is short 
of food, but it has enough to keep 
the bodies and souls of its people to­ 
gether. 
1 can’t say that I enjoy the 
system, but 1 am feeling strong and 
healthy despite the fact that three 
years of it has reduced my weight 70 
pounds. 
“Coal,” said Dittlinger, “ is por­ 
tioned out the same as food. 
Every 
ton which can be produced is figured 
out in advance, and each family is al­ 
lowed just enough to keep them from 
freezing, although 1 had to come to 
America to hear that people were ac­ 
tually freezing for lack of fuel. 
Dittlinger served the German gov­ 
ernment as inspector of public res­ 
taurants in Berlin. 
He did the job so 
well that he was made controller, 
with supervision over 100 kitchens, 
each feeding from 2,000 to 3,000 per­ 
sons daily. 
“ It was either take the job or he 
interned,” said Dittlinger, “ so I tool; 
the job. 
When it was seen that the 
United States meant business and 
that Germany and this country were 
going to war, an order came from 
tlio government to enlist volunteer:, 
for civilian service. 
This was to 
allow any men of military age who 
might be employed in civil life to go 
to the front. 
I volunteered and they 
put me to inspecting restaurants, 1 
served two weeks, making detailed 
reports daily, and at the end of that 
period I was called to headquarters. 
“The officers in ctiarga, remarking

kitchens, feeding 
over 300,000 people a day.” 
In restaurants, as in the homes, 
none was fed without a government 
card. 
Dittlinger said the price of a 
meal was 70 pfennigs, or about 17 
cents.

Press Censorsh ip in America 
Compu lsory censorsh ip of th e press u nder an au tocratic government 
was never better illu strated th an du ring th e past few weeks. 
Beyond qu estion big th ings are going on in Germany, bu t little news 
of it gets past th e frontier. 
Of cou rse we all know th at th e Berlin story abou t th e people ch eering 
and h u rrah ing von Hertling’s defiant claims for th e Pru ssian war lords was 
as near th e tru th as th e "ch eers” pu t in Senator Bill Stone’s pamph lets 
wh ich h e is preparing to scatter broadcast over Missou ri at government ex­ 
pense bu rning u p th e repu blicans. 


Here is th e way th e volu ntary censorsh ip of newspapers works in th e 
United States, as related by Secretary Daniels before a senate committee, 
recently: 


"Mr. Britten— You say you h ave no censorsh ip of th e press? 
"Secretary Daniels— No; not at all. 
We requ est th e press not to print 
certain th ings th at migh t give information to th e enemy, bu t th ere is no law 
or power to compel th em to comply with th e requ est. 
"Mr. Britten— Well,th at mere requ est is a censorsh ip, becau se th e 
press— 


Secretary Daniels (interposing)— No, bu t th at mere requ est as to 9 8 
per cent of th e newspapers is absolu tely as good as law, bu t u nfortu nately 
th ere are now and th en* papers th at disregard it. 
Th eir action is very 
embarrassing to th e papers th at h eed th e requ est. 
For example, a m atter 
comes u p of very great importance and th e reporters come in to see me in 
th e afternoon, and I state to th em frankly, ‘Gentlemen, a certain th ing h as 
h appened, bu t for certain reasons I h ope you will not print it’. Th ey discu ss 
it with me, and th ey patriotically agree not to print it. 
Th e next morning 
9 9 of th e papers do not print it, bu t one paper, for wh atever reason I will 
not state, maybe for sensationalism— 
"Mr. Britten (interposing)— Or for a little scoop. 
"Secretary Daniels— Or for a scoop— wh ich , in times of peace, I ap­ 
prove and applau d and formerly th ou gh t I h ad some little talent in doing 
myself— will print it, and th en th e oth er 9 9 patriotic papers h ave a griev­ 
ance and a ju st grievance. 
W h at can we do? 
Th e remedy is sometimes as 
bad as th e disease. 
We do not wish to h ave in th is cou ntry a press wh ich 
Is not free, and if th ere sh ou ld come a time wh en anybody cou ld say to th e 
press of th e cou ntry th at th ey sh qu ld, not criticise pu blic policies it wou ld 
be fatal. 
I h ave been very mu ch gratified and h eartened by th e fact th at 
th e great bu lk of th e press, with ou t waiting for a requ est, h ave teleph oned 
and said, ‘Is th is a proper th ing to print’? 
Not a few newspaper men h ave 
« aid th ey wanted a censorsh ip becau se th e good papers, wh ich are most of 
th em, h ave been embarrassed and h u rt becau se th ey h ave responded to th e 
government’s requ est and h ave kept back a piece of news th at ou gh t not 
to be printed, and th ey wake u p to see th at th eir competitor printed it in 
big h eadlines. 
Th ey say th at is not fair and th at ‘th e government ou gh t 
not to permit u s in ou r patriotism to be inju red by a man wh o h as no proper 
conception of h is du ty.' It is a very large qu estion. 
We h ave no ceru sorsh p 
at all. 
We h ave made requ ests to th e press. 
Th at is all. 
"Mr. Oliver— We h ave, th en, no censorsh ip except one volu 
ar'ly im­ 
posed by th e papers? 


"Secretary Daniels— Th at is correct. 
To be su re if a paper sh ou ld be 
treasonable it can be denied th e mail.” 


Excessive Rate of Infant Mortality 
One of th e beneficent effects of th e war is th at th e world h as almost 
new conception of th e valu e of h u man life. 
Beginning with fu ndamentals 
nearly every civilized nation h as collected statistics of u nnecessary infant 
mortality. 
We of th e United States h ave fou nd, for instance, th at approxi 
mately 100,000 babies die annu ally in th is cou ntry from preventable cau ses 
Th e selective draft h as disclosed th at some 2 per cent of th ose rejected 
becau se of mental or ph ysical defects cou ld h ave been made wh ole h ad 
correctional meth ods been begu n in ch ildh ood. 
In England th e general government gives aid to local commu nities in 
saving infant life, and th is h as h ad marked effect. 
Unfortu nately, ou r Fed 
eral Government lacks su ch mach inery. 
Bu t, in lieu th ereof, it proposes to 
commemorate th e beginning of th e second year since th e I nitcd States de 
clared war by beginning a nation-wide ch ild welfare drive. 
As a resu lt of 
th is drive, th e officials of th e Ch ildren’s Bu reau h ope th at not again will 
America be satisfied with an Infant mortality rate of one death to ten 
birth s as compared, for instance, to one death to twenty birth s in New 
Zealand.

Bill Amending Law to Require 
Registration Approved. 


Senate Committee Would Keep Them 
on List After They Reach Age 
of Thirty-One. 


Washington, Feb. 9.— Favorable re­ 
port on the war department’s bill 
amending the selective draft law to re 
quire registration of men as they reach 
twenty-one years and basing quotas 
on the number of men in class 1, in­ 
stead of on state populations, was 
unanimously ordered by the senate 
military committee. 
The proposal to exempt men as they 
reach thirty-one years if they have not 
been drafted, which was opposed by 
Provost 
Marshal 
General 
Crowder, 
was not included in the bill. 
An amendment proposed by Senator 
New of Indiana to require registration 
of youths at nineteen years and over, 
also was rejected. 
Another 
bill 
favorably 
reported 
which affects the draft, would author­ 
ize the president in any emergency to 
call into immediate military service 
skilled experts In Industry or agricul­ 
ture, regardless of classification, resi­ 
dence or quota. 
Another bill unanimously reported 
was that by Senator Jones of Washing 
ton providing that army officers may 
get their uniforms and equipment at 
cost from the quartermaster general 
instead of being required to buy from 
private dealers, who are charged with 
profiteering.

London, Feb. 9.—The correspondent 
of the Press association at an Irish 
port says the survivors o? the Tus­ 
cania who are there were greatly re­ 
lieved to hear of the «afe arrival else­ 
where of MaJ. Benjamin F. Wade of 
Washington, commander of a contin­ 
gent on the steamer, and hundreds of 
American troops. 
The only two women on board, the 
correspondent’s 
account 
says— Mrs. 
Collins and Mrs. Parsons— went down 
a rope into a lifeboat. 
The former 
said that when their boat left the Tus­ 
cania many of the soldiers had been 
thrown out in lowering the next boat. 
"W e were immediately surrounded 
by men in the icy water wearing life­ 
belts,” she said. 
"We had only two 
men in our boat who could manage 
the oars. 
They did their best, and as 
v.i' came across a swimming or floating 
man we gathered} him Into the boat. 
Soon flte I mat was very full. 
We wit- 
j nesscd 
many 
distressing 
scenes. 
Eventually we got on board a destroy­ 
er. 
I don’t remember a harder bit of 
work.” 
A soldier who heard Mrs. Collins, a 
stewardess, tell the story, said: 
"Y e s, and you did as much as the 
best man in the world could have done. 
I was in your boat and saw you.” 
A young officer, answering a ques­ 
tion as to what the soldiers did while 
waiting for the destroyers after the 
first excitement was over, said; 


“ O b . wo soon steadied down, lounged 
about and smoked, but we didn’t ven­ 
ture be low to gather up our belongings 
for fear the ship would suddenly cap­ 
size. 
We talked about the misfortune 
of crossing the Atlantic only to. be 
caught in the lust lap. Wo cheered the 
first destroyer which came alongside, 
and its men cheered us. 
Their work 
was magnificent, and only when they 
saw they could s,<ive no more life did 
they leave the scene. 
It was thought 
well to make for different ports, and 
here I am among the people who have 
overwhelmed me with kindness.” 
A young trooper, when asked what 
be thought of the experience, said he 
would not have missed it for anything. 
"I was on dock talking to my chum," 
he went on, “when I heard a bang, 
and up went a whole heap of wreck­ 
age and water over our heads. 
I was 
drenched 
to 
the 
skin. 
Nobody 
screamed, but you can Imagine how it 
felt to stand shivering in the darkness, 
not knowing when we would get an­ 
other shot that would send the boat to 
♦ he bottom.”
